They have erected 
tents and have put up booths where 
coffee and milk and sandwiches may 
be had for the asking.

Sandusky, O., June 29.—[{By the As- 
sociated Press.]—-The tornado yester- 
day took six lives in Sandusky, leveled 
approximately 200 dwellings, destroyed 
twenty-five business places, injured 
more than 100 persons and caused a 
property damage variously estimated 
at between $1,500,000 and $2,000,000.
